“I will fight to the last ditch the at- 
tempt made in the City Council to have 
the city surrender the $2,000,000 mill tax 
due from the United Railways, and I 
am ‘sure the House of Delegates never 
will consent to such a plan,” declared 
Joseph E. Lawton, member of the House 
from the Twenty-eighth Ward, to the 
Post-Dispatch today. 

Lawton denounced the suggestion of- 
fered by Councilman John S. Leahy at 
Tuesday's secret meeting of the Coun- 
cil, that the city should compromise the 
mill tax indebtedness, absolve the Unit- 
ed Railways from paying about $2,000,000 
which it owes the city and authorizing 
the company to apply that big sum to 
putting on more cars and bettering the 
service. The Councl] adjourned to meet 
this afternoon to take up again the com- 
promise proposition. 

Leahy’s motion was volunteered 
although Capt. Robert McCulloch, 
president and manager of the coin- 
pany, last week told a committee of 
the House of~ Delegates that thie 
United Railways would be able t9 
put in service the 330 cars demanded 
by the ordinance, and merely asked 
that three years’ time be allowed the 
company to build the cars, 

Motion Was Withdrawn. 

McCulloch said that through fru- 
Bality and careful management the 
company during the past three or 
fcur years had been able io pay off 
some of its pressing debts, and had 
begun to accumulate money. He said 
the company, if given time, could 
supply the equipment demanded by 
the ordinance. 

Leahy’s plan called for the appoint- 
ment of a joint committee of mem- 
bers of the Council and House to con- 
sider the compromise proposition. 
Although his motion was withdrawn 
after it had been passed, it created 
much talk among members of the 
_House. 

Councilmen Haller and Fletcher visited 
the House and explained the plan to the 
Delegates. Lawton immediately declared 
his opposition to the plan. 

Stands by Commission. 

“IT favor standing by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission and the people,"’ he said. 
“It has told us the United Railways can 
afford to supply this service, and Capt. 
McCulloch has said the company could 
comply with the ordinance if given more 
time, . If they can get the cars in three 
years they can get them in 16 months. 

“The House never will favor compro- 
mising the mill tax. My talks with oth- 
€r members indicate to me that the 
members intend to stand by the bill as 
pessed in the House. If the Council sees 
fit to kill that bill, they can answer to 
the people. We shall have done our 
duty.”’ 

° Forced Into Secret Session, 

The members of the Gouncil who have 
been supporting the United Railways in 
its fight against the passage of the 
seat-for-each-passenger ordinance forced 
the Council into secret session over the 
protests of those membefs who have 
urged the passage of the Dill. 

In the extraordinary proceeding, be- 
hind locked doors, after the report- 
ers and the public had been 
excluded, the only thing taken up 
Was a compromise with the Uniteaé Ralil- 
ways, by which the city owuld forego 
the collection of the millions in mi}! 
tax. 

The locked-door policy was adopted by 
the Council, one member explained, so 
that “the members would feel free to 
speak, and. with the view of making 
progress.”’ 

Councilman Leahy urged that the com. 
mittee to consider the compromise be 
composed of five members of the Counc] 
and five of the House. Every member 
named by Leahy for membership on the 
committee voted a week. ago to kill the 
bill.

‘Fish-Eye’ Lens Doubles 
Photography's Scope. 

BALTIMORE, March 19.—By tak- 
ing advantage of thé refracting qual- 
ity of water, a camera that “sees” 
almost all around the horizon has 
been contrived by Dr. Robert H. 
Wood, professor at Johns Hopkins 
University. 

There never was another camera 
like it, and it has no commercial 
value, according to Dr. Wood, al- 
though it can photograph at one ex- 
posure 180 degrees of space. Cam- 
eras of widest scope in commercial 
vse take in only 96 degrees. Dr. 
Wood calls it the “fish-eye camera” 
because it produces the image as 
the fish’s eye does.

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SHOOTS AT SHADOW. 
WOUNDS BURGLAR 
VEXES POLICEMAN 


Householder Misses Second 
Prowler; Shouldn’t Have Fired 
at All, Says Patrolman. 





INJURED MAN IS FOUND 


Admits Trying to Open Screen at 
3 A. M.,-Denies He’s 
Burglar. 





William Bierbaum of 4300 North 
Fourteenth street, awakened by his 
wife, Mrs. Marie Bierbaum, shortly be- 
fore 3 a. m. today, saw a man trying 
to open the back door of his home. He 
fired at the intruder as the latter, aft- 
er leaving the back door, tried to open 
a side door leading to a cafe behind 


Bierbaum’s grocery. 

As the shot crashed through the glass 
panel of the door Bierbaum heard the 
man outside exclaim, ‘‘Come of, I’m 
shot,” and saw him stagger west on 
Ferry street. 

Mrs. Bierbaum, who is about 22 years 
old, was awakened by a noise at the 
front door of her husband’s grocery, 
which adjoins their home. She elbowed 
her husband’s ribs until he sat up in bed 
and then told him a burglar was try- 
ing to get into the house. 


Thought There Were Three Hurglars. 
As he ‘watched Bierbaum heard a 
tnan outside say, ‘“‘I wish I had a screw- 
Criver for this door.’’ Just then Mrs. 
Bierbaum joined her husband in the 
grocery and told him there was another 
burglar at the front door. Bierbaum 
then was under the impression there 
were three burglars at work, as he 
could hear a fumk ing at the latch on 
the back door. 


Leveling his revolver at the form Ssil- 
houetted on the glass part of the side 
door, Bierbaum fired, and heard the 
man outside exclaim: ‘Come on, I’m 
shot.’’ Then the wounded man staggered 
west on Ferry street and Bierbaum went 
into the front part of the grocery. In 
the light of a street lamp he could plain- 
ly see another man tampering with the 
lock on the front door. Bierbaum fired 
three shots at the man in front before 
the latter fled east on Ferry. street. 

While her husband was shooting, Mrs. 
Bierbaum was pacing the floor with her 
baby, trying to pacify it with lullabies. 
She urged her husband to take careful 
aim when he fired, and expressed dis- 
Appointment when she saw the second 
burglar running away. 

Ffteen minutes after the shooting a 
policeman appeared on the scene. He 
demanded .to know what the racket was 
about and Bierbaum told him. - 

“That’s the trouble with you people,” 
he said angrily. “‘You don’t know noth- 
ing about catching burglars. What did 
you want to shoot at ’em for? Why

i didn’t you go to the door and ask ‘em 


what they wanted. Maybe you could 
have kept talking to them until a po- 
liceman come along. Now you have 
chased ’em away.”’ 

Half an hour later Patrolman John 
Coughlin found William Sullivan, % 
years old, of 4313 North Broadway, lying 
in a lot on Ferry street, between Nine- 
teenth and Twentieth street. He was 
suffering from a bullet wound in the 
right breast. He was hurried to the 
city hospital. 

At the hospital it was said Sullivan’s 
wound was serious. Before probing for 
the bullet, physicians said they believed 
it had penetrated one of the lungs. 

When asked by the police for a state- 
(ment, Sullivan said he and another man 
were passing the grocery when a man 
lasked them to remove a screen from 
the door. They were at work doiny 
that, he said, when Bierbaum fired at 
them.

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FLEEING FAMILY, 
HELD FOR FRAUD, 
HAD $500,000 


Money Taken From Girl’s Hats 
and $15,000 From Stocking 
of One on Steamer.

NEW ORLEANS, March 19.—Charged 


with defrauding banks in this country 
and Europe of approximately $1,000,000 


alleged manipulation of in- 
voices, Antonio Musica and his three 
sons—George, Arthur and Philip Mu- 
sica, New York hairdressers—Wwere 4ar- 
rested in their apartments on the steam- 
er Heredia today. 

Two daughters of the elder Musica, 
Louise and Grace, also were detained. 
The party was taken into custody just 
before the departure of the Heredia for 
Colon, Panama. 

A large amount of money, said to be 
rearly $400,000, was found on the prison- 
ers. Fifty thousand dollars was taken 
from Arthur Musica and _= $18,000 was 
found in Grace’s pocket, and $15,000 in 
Louise's stocking. 

The Musicas carried with them nine 
pieces of baggage, whieh the _ police 
hauled to headquarters. It is believed 
much more money and valuable paper 
will be recovered when their trunks are 
opened. - 

The daughters were prevented frotu 
throwing their large hats into the river. 
Hidden under the decorations of the hats 
were found more than $100,000 in cash 


and negotiable paper.

Cases of “Fine” Hatr on Which They 
Got Money Contained Scraps. 

NEW YORK, March 19.—Old Antonio 
Musica, wealthy importer of hair goods, 
charged by a score of banks with in- 
voice frauds estimated at a million dol- 
lars, with his three sons, Philip, George 
and Arthur, fled the city last week when 
cases of “extra fine’’ hair on which they 
had negotiated money advances were 
found to contain “‘scraps.’’ The father 
and his son, Philip, have been indicted. 
All will be brought to New York. The 
firm was thrown into bankruptcy today. 

Antonio Musica is nearly 70 years old; 
the son Philip about 30. For years they 
had been importers of cheese. In 1910 
the Government charged them with un- 
derwriting frauds and Philip, shielding 
his father, shouldered the blame, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to a year's im- 
prisonment.

SAVES BUND: ils 
TRIAL COMMENCES 


Ex-Congressman and Harry B. 
Gardner Defendants in 
Insurance Case. 





The trial of former Congressman Har- 
ry M. Coudrey of the Twelfth District 
and Harry B. Gardner, jointly indicted 
1911, on charges of misuse of the 


mails in the promotion of the Conti- 
nental Life Assurance Co. and the In- 
ternational Fire Insurance Co., began 
at 10 o’clock Wednesday morning in the 
United States District Court, Judge D. 
P. Dyer presiding. Both defendants ap- 
peared and both sides announced that 
they were ready. 

Coudrey, who failed to appear when 
the case was called Monday, arrived 
from New York, looking well, but hav- 
ing a slight limp in his right leg. His 
counse! had obtained a continuance on 
the ground that Coudrey was fll in New 
york, where he now lives, and that he 
could not arrive in time. 

Coudrey, before the case was called, 
explained to District Attorney Houts 
that until Tuesday of last week he had 
been well, but he stepped in a puddle 
of water and contracted neuritis. 

Coudrey’s mother, who was active in 
getting the continuance so that her son 
would not forfeit his bond of $6000, was 
among the spectators in court. 

District Attorney Houts and his as- 
sistant, Homer Hall, appeared for the 
Government. Gardner was erpresented 
by C. Porter Johnson and Harry Blod- 
gett. Former Circuit Judge Walter B. 
Douglas appeared for Coudrey. 

Homer Hall, in ‘outlining the case 
for the Government, told the 28 venire- 
men from whom the jury is to be 
drawn that it is charged in the indict- 
ment that the two defendants devised 
a scheme for obtaining money and prop- 
erty by false representations, pretenses 
and promises. He said they deposited 
certain letters in the mails in further- 
ance of their scheme, which is the basis 
of the Government's action. 

The Government attorney called the 
attention of the venireman to the fact 
that Coudrey was a Congressman of 
the United States at the time in 190 
when the two companies were In process 
of organization. He asked each venire- 
man if he had had any political connec- 
tion or transaction with Coudrey. 

Hall asked one venireman what party 
he belonged to, but wes interrupted. by 
Judge Dyer, who said: 

“You mustn't ask sucn a question. A

EVIDENCE BEING HEARD 





Action Is to Recover Remaining 
$2887, as $4000 Had Been 
Returned by Her. 





That he gave $6887.65 to her as a be- 
lated wedding present is the 4efense 
made by Mrs. Margaret Elliott, 4059 
Shenandoah avenue, to the suit brought 
by her father, Patrick Egan, a police- 
man,’to recover $2887.65, which is on trial 


before a jury in Circuft Judge Fisher's 
court. She states in an answer that he 

. told her when he gave the money to 
her that his other two children, a mar- 
ried daughter and a gon, had been pro- 
vided for and that she could regard jt 
as a wedding present because he had not 
given anything to her when she was 
married, four years before. 

This was on May 15, 1912, when Ellfott 
transferred his account in the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co. to his daughter. At the 
time Egan, his daughter asserts, warned 
her “not to get gay and buy an auto- 
mobile.”’ 

Gave $4000 of It Back. 

A few days later, Mrs. Elliott says, 
ker father demanded that she return the 
money to his name. To keep peace and 
to prevent him from worrying, she ex- 
plains, she put $4000 to his account. Sub- 
sequently he endeavored to get a war- 
rant for her because she declined to give 
4p the remainder, but was told the case 
was one for the civil courts. Then he 
brought suit. 

Egan on the stand denied that he in- 
tended the money as a wedding gift. He 
said he made no present at the time of 
her wedding because of his objections 
to the man she married, Richard Elliott. 
The witness declared that he had been 
suffering from nervousness a long time 
and feared that he was going to die. 
This preyed upon him, he said, and he 
was made ww believe by Mrs. Elliott that 
to protect her in event of his death, he 
should sign over all his property to her. 

“When I began to improve,” Egan 
testified, “I told my daughter I wanted 
the money back in my own name. She 
then asserted I had given it to her.” 

Egan said that his daughter tried to 

satisfy him by the assurance that she 
would make a will leaving the money to 
him. However, Egan said this sort of a 
proposition did not appeal to him. 
“I did not want to take chances on 
waiting for a person as young as my 
daughter to die to get my money,” 
Egan said. ' 

At this several jurors laughed and 
were silenced by the deputy sheriff. 

When he testified he was 60 years old 
on St. Patrick’s day the jurors again 
laughed and this time the Court cau- 
tioned them to refrain from such out- 
bursts. 

Egan's sister and his son, ‘William 
Egan, testified in his behalf. 

Mrs. Elliott and her husband, who is 
named as co-defendant in the suit, live 
next door to their father on Shenan- 
dGoah avenue. Egan has been on the 
police force since 188. He asserts that 
the money he transferred to his daugh- 
ter and several flats he owns represent 
his life savings.

Councilman Lehmberg, chairman of the 
Public Improvements Committee, who 
has been a leader of the opposition to 
the bill, and Councilman Leahy, who 
later in the secret session told members 
that he had been the owner of a block 
of Transit Co. stock. He told the mem- 
bers that he had lost $15,000 on the 
stock, 





Opposes Secret Discussion. 
President Gundlach and Councilmen 
Haller and Fletcher offered vigorous Op- 
position to the plan to hold a secret 
session, bringing into question the legal- 
ity of a secret meeting of the Council 
They were aided by Councilman John 
T. Davis, a member of the Railroads 
Committee, which held a secret meeting 
two weeks ago. Davis declared that the 
public was entitled to full information 
of the Council's discussion on the meas- 
vre, 

In the course of the discussion, Gund- 
‘ach was attacked by Lehmberg because 
of a vote he had cast several years ago 
for a secret meeting. 

“There were not the same’ influences 
at work at that time that are at work 
now,”’ declared Gundlach, ‘and I shall 
insist on all discussions of this bill being 
made in the open. The public is entitled 
10 knowledge of what we do, and 
no influence should be so _ strong 
that this body dare not permit its acts 
to be known to any and all persons.” 


Vice-President Espenschied ruled that, 
notwithstanding a rule that the samo 
rules should govern a committee of the 
Whole as govern a meeting of the Coun- 
cil, an executive session could be held. 
An appeal from his decision failed to 
carry and a vote on going into execu- 
tive session was taken, the motion pre- 
valling.

gineer James E. Allison of the Public 
Service Commission had been sent for, 
and was asked to explain the reasous 
of the commission in asking the passage 
of the bill, 

Chicago Plan Discussed. 

Councilman Davis, in opposing an ex- 
ecutive session, said that he favored 
publicity, and that he believed the for- 
mer secret session had much to do 
with the criticism of the Council which 
followed the defeat of the bill. 

“I am against this secret session be- 
cause there is a belief that an effort 
is being made to jam. through some 
amendments to this bill. These amend- 
ments may look to an extension of 
franchises, and there should be full 
publicity given every action of the 
Council on this measure.” 

The question of extending the United 
Railways franchises was _ indirectly 
taken up at the secret meeting when 
Councilman Lehmberg asked Public 
Service Commissioner Allison to ex- 
plain Chicago’s plan for participating in 
the street railways’ company’s manage- 
ment and profits. 

It was suggested to Allison by an- 
other councilman that a discussion of 
the Chicago plan probably would come 
up later in connection with a proposi- 
tion to extend the United Railways 
franchises. 

Allison told the councilmen that in 
Chicago the street car company retains 
the first five’ per cent of its earnings. 
The remainder of the earnings is: di- 
vided, the city getting 55 per cent and 
the company 45 per cent. 

Allison said he did not consider the 
Chicago plan a good one. “In time,’’ 
he said, “‘the city becomes as greedy 
for profits as the railway company. 
Each wants to get all the money pos- 
sible out of the property and the ser- 
vice suffers. Chicago has not now a 
good street railway system.”’ 

In replies to questions of council- 
men, Allison declared that the post- 
ponement of time in which the com- 
pany could add the 330 additional cars 
required by the ordinance weuld have 
the effect of depriving the city of its 
rights. He said that cars were con- 
stantly wearing out and that if the 
company was not required to add the 
cars within a few months there would 
be no gain in the number of cars in 
service. . 

One member suggested that the cars 
put on this month would be worn out 
by the time the last of the cars were

put on in three years. This prompted 
Councilman Haller to ask Allison the 
length of a car’s life. Allison replied. 

“That is impossible to say, but our 
investigation showed that there are now 
in service cars which were in service 
30 years ago. Of course they are like 
the man’s knife. It is the same knife 
he'has had for 20 years, but in that 
time he has put in two or three new 
blades and a couple of new handles. 
I mean that cars are now in service 
which are simply rebuilt from cars built 
30 years ago.’’ 

Leahy’s Block of Stock, 

Councilman Leahy explaining the fact 
that he had ance owned a large block 
of Transit stock, said: 

“To show that I am not unduly 
friendly to the United Railways, I will 
tell you that in 1901-I was induced by 
a well-meaning but foolish friend to 
invest in Transit common stock. I lost 
$15,000 in actual money in the deal. I 
only mention this to show that I am 
not prejudiced in favor of the company. 

“I favor regulation of public sery- 
ice corporations, but I do not believe 
in throwing them into bankruptcy, 
because I do not believe that such a 
course will benefit the city. I do not 
believe that we should be guided hy 
wild clamor in this matter. We should 
consider it solely from the stand- 
point of merit.” 

Leahy then suggested that the 
United Railways owed the city far 
in excess of $1,000,000 on the mill tax, 
and expressed the opinion that if the 
company was forced to pay this 
amount that little in the way of im- 
proved service could be expected. He 
suggested that a committee be ap- 
pointed to meet with a committee 
from the House in an effort to reach 
an agreement with the United Rail- 
ways that the past due mill tax 
should not be collected and that the 
money should be used for better- 
ments. 

Allison declared that the United 
Railways expected to be compelled 
to pay the mill tax, as it had set

The Post-Dispatch today presents for 
the information and guidance of voters 
the record of Dr. John H. Simon, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Mayor: 

Dr. Simon is a native of St. Louis. 
He is 44 years old and lives at 1202 Mc- 
Causiand avenue. He is a practicing 
physician. He is married and has five 
children. ' 

From May 11, 1903, to July 2, 1905, 
Dr. Simon served as Health Commis- 
sioner of St. Louis, He was appointed 
by former Mayor Rolla Wells and re- 
moved by him upon charges filed by 
James G. McConkey, private secretary 
to the Mayor. 
The charges against Dr. Simon, as 
shown by the record of the case on 
file in the St. Louis Circuit Court, were 
made June 24, 190, and he was cited 
to appear before the Mayor for trial 
July 7, 1905. 

‘Three specific charges were made 
against Dr. Simon in McConkey’s bill of 
complaint. 

The first charge alleged violation of 
section 2 of article 4 of the city char- 
ter in that Dr. Simon as Health Com- 
missioner had willfully failed to devote 
his entire time during business hours to 
the duties of his office. 


The Second Charge 
The second charge alleged groso and 


willful neglect of official duty. This 
charge contained three specifications: 

1. That Dr. Simon failed and neg- 
lected to familiarize himself with the 
efficient working and proper manage- 
ment of the city hospital, insane asy- 
lum, emergency hospital, ‘female hos- 
pital and poorhouse, which were 
under his control, to the detriment 
of the usefulness of the institutions, 
and that he willfully failed and re- 
fused to see, confer with, consult or 
advise, or in any way co-operate with 
the superintendents of the tinstitu- 
tions, hampering them in the dis- 
charge of their duties. 

2. That he disregarded the ordi- 
nance requiring the Health Commis~- 
sioner to visit the workhouse every 
two weeks to inspect the diet and 
health of the prisoners. 

8. That he willfully failed to attend 
at least one-third or the meetings of 
the Board of Health, to the detri- 
ment of the board and the entire 
Health Department. 

The third charge alleged willful and 
gross abuse of official power and posi- 
tion, and contained four specifications: 

1. That he violated the city ordi- 
nance by employing persons to fill 
positions authorized by ordinance, 
but required them to do work not 
authorized by ordinance. Four such 
employes were cited, two being car- 
ried as sanitary offiters;one as sani- 
tary inspector and one as assistant 
storekeeper at the poorhouse. | 

2. That he caused to be placed on 
the city pay roll alleged employes of 
the city, certified by him to have 
been appointed, thereby causing 
money to be paid to persons not ac- 
tually holding city positions. Twen- 
ty-six such persons were named in 
the specification. These persons were 
placed on the pay roll by Dr. Simon, 
according to the evidence, before 
they were confirmed by the Board 
of Health. 

3. .That he willfully and know-. 
ingly appointed incompetent and un- 
trustworthy persons in the Health 
Department. ‘Thirty-three separate 
instances were cited of persons 
being discharged from one institu- . 
tion for incompetency, brutality, 
drunkenness, neglect of duty or other 
cause, who were reappointed to po-

4. That Dr. Simon, as Health 
Commissioner, willfuly and without 
warrant, annoyed and harassed the 
superintendents of the institutions, 
hampering them in the discharge of 
their duties and unlawfully usurped 
authority that interfered in the de- 
tails of the work of the. institu- 
tions. 


Wells Removes Simon, 

After a full hearing wpon the charges, 
Mayor Wells adjudged Dr. Simon 
guilty upon all specifications, except 
that of causing money to be paid to 
persons who actually held no position 
with the city. He issued an order re- 
moving Dr. Simon as Health Commis- 
sioner. Dr. Simon immediately filed a 
suit in certiorari in the Circuit Court 
to prevent the Mayor from executing his 
order of removal. This suit was heard 
by Judge William M. Kinsey, who sus- 
tained the action of the Mayor and af- 
firmed the judgment of ouster. 

The transcript of evidence in the case 
contains 610 pages. Dr. Simon was rep- 
resented at the trial before the Mayor 
and in the Circuit Court by former At- 
torney-General Edward C. Crow and 
Thomas J. Rowe. Dr. Simon was the 
first witness called in the trial. 

He testified that”Wfter his appoint- 
ment he continued to keep.up his pri- 
vate practice, but changed his office 
hours, giving attention to his private 
patients between 8 and 9 a. m. each day 
and 6 and 7 p.m. He admitted that in 
some instances he had visited natients 
after 9 a. m. on his way ‘tO his office 
at the old city hall. He said he usu- 
ally got to the Health Commissioner's 
office between 9:30 and 10-a. m., unless 
he visited some of the institutions 
or went out personally to investigate 
nuisance complaints. He said he had

visited the insane asylum about once 
a month, the city hospital twice a 
month, the emergency and female hos- 
pitals once each two months, and the 
poor house a little oftener than once 
a month. 

Dr. Simon admitted that he ignored 
the ordinance requiring the Health Com- 
missioner to visit the workhouse and 
inspect the food and health of the pa- 
tients. He declared that no previous 
Health Commissioner had ever done this 
work. He caused to be introduced in 
the Municipal Assembly an ordinance 
relieving the Health Commissioner of 
this responsibility. It was passed. 


Supt. Brown Testified., 
The superintendents of all the city 


institutions were called as witnesses. 
Dr: John Youhg Brown, then superin- 
tendent of the city hospital, testified 
that he had been able to get only one 
consultation of an hour with Dr. Simon 
relative to the hospital during his two 
years as Health Commissioner. On on» 
occasion he waited in the Health Com- 
missioner’s office from 10 a. m. to 4 p. 
m. to sée Dr. Simon, Dr. Brown tes- 
tified. : 

Several occasions Dr. Simon refused 
to see him when he went to the Health 
Commissioner’s office on official busi- 
ness. He testified that Dr. Simon treat- 
ed him with the grossest kind of profes- 
sional discourtesy and handicapped him 
by lack of proper co-operation with re- 
spect to the policy, medical supervision 
of the hospital and scientific handling 
of the sick. 

Dr. Henry 8. Atkins, then superin- 
tendent of the insane asylum, testified 
that after his appointment he made a 
social visit to Dr. Simon at his resi- 
dence. He testified Dr. Simon said to 
him as he started_to go: . 

“Doctor, I might just as well have it 
understood that I have the appointing 
power at your institution, and I have 
a great many friends, and I intend to 
use that power.”’ 

Dr. Atkins testified further that Dr. 
Simon did use the appointing power, 
and that only about one-fourth of the 
employes he appointed were efficient. 

Dr.“Oscar H. Elbrecht, superintendent 
of the female hospital, testified that Dr. 
Simon manifested little interest in the 
management of the institution except in 
the matter of appointments. He said 
he complained to Dr. Simon of the in- 
competency of nurses, assistant super- 
intendent and internes he had sent to 
the institution, and that Dr. Simon said: 
“You are not competent to judge com- 
péetency. I have the right to appoint 
the employes, and I am going to exer- 
cise it.’’ 

Dr. Elbrecht said he had recommended 
@ competent physician as assistant su- 
perintendent to take the place of an 
incompetent man, put in by Dr. Simon, 
but that Dr. Simon refused to appoint 
the man because he was a Jew. 


Bacteriologist a Witness. 
Dr. C. A. Snodgrass, then City Bac. 


teriologist, who was appointed to suc- 
ceed Dr. Simon as Health Commissioner, 
testified that he had gone to Dr. Simon's 
office 25 or 30 times to see him ana 
failed to get an audience. He finally 
found it necessary to transact his busi- 
ness with the ‘Health Commissioner by 
correspondence, he said. 

Dr. Snodgrass testified that he learned 
that Dr. Simon intended to remove a 
stenographer and janitor whem he had 
spent a year in training for the special 
work of the bacteriological department. 
He went to Dr. Simon's office and wait- 
ed until he got to see him. He sali 
that Dr. Simon told him a great many 
people wanted the two jobs, and that 
he would have to see some central com- 
mitteeman before he could give a defi- 
nite answer as to whether the stenog- 
rapher and janitor could be retained. 

“I went back to my office,’’ Dr. Snod- 

grass testified, ‘‘and said to the youns 
lady, ‘I do not believe there is much 
hope of your staying in the employ o? 
this office. Apparently he (Dr. Simon) 
is going to be influenced by political 
influence.’ 
“I asked her if she had any political 
influence to bring to bear on the doctor. 
‘I do not like to resort to this,’ I said, 
‘but I hate to lose your services.’ She 
says, ‘My father knows Mr. Dolan.’ 

“Q. Who was that? A. I understood 
Mr. Dolan was central committeeman 
in some ward near the doctor's resi- 
dence. Well, I says, probably it is best 
to have political friends to approach 
the doctor, and I understood in a day 
or two afterwards—do you wish me to 
tell what she reported upon this mat- 
ter?’’ 

Mr. Bates: No, just whether she was 
retained or not. A. The young lady was 
retained. 
Dr. Snodgrass testified that his jani- 
tor was saved from removal by Dr. Si- 
mon because he was a director in the 
Negro Democratic Club. 
The Dolan referred to in Dr. Snod- 
grass’ testimony was John P. Dolan, 
former chairman of the Democratic Cit, 
Committee, convicted of naturalization 
frauds in the Federal Court and sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment. He 
has served his term, and Was active in 
Dr. Simon’s campaign for the Demo- 
cratic nomination. 

Appealed to Court. 

Dr. Simon, through motions filed by 
his attorneys, attempted to disqualify 
Mayor Wells from sitting as trial judge 
on the ground that he had been active 
in having the charges filed against him. 
He alleged that James G. McConkey, 
who filed the charges as a citizen, had 
been influenced by Wells to bring the 
charges. 

He also complained that the Superin- 
tendents of City Institutions, who had 


‘been appointed by the Mayor, had con. 


ferred with Wells and furnished §in- 
formation upon which the charges were 
founded and that they were prejudiced 
against him. He attempted to get a 
writ ‘of prohibition from the Supreme 
Court, but falled. 

Dr. Simon attributed his troubles with 
the Mayor to the fact that he became 





@ candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
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nation for Mayor in the spring of per 
He withdrew before the primaries and 
Wells was nominated. 

As Health Commissioner Dr. Simon 
conducted an investigation of the meth- 
od of supplying foodstuffs to the insti- 
tutions. The investigation revealed 4 
system of graft between employes of 
the institutions and contractors who 
supplied provisions. Several employes 
and contractors were indicted for fraud. 
The investigation resulted in saving the 
city much money. Dr. Simon claiméd 
credit for other reforms in the business 
management of the institutions, 

Dr. Simon was for many years & 
member of the Democratic City Commit- 
tee and, for a time, was its dominating 
factor. Through his influence M. J. 
Mulvihill was ousted as chairman of the 
committee and Lawler red was elected 
to succeed him. 

Dr. Simon advocated the enactment of 
a municipal primary law before announ- 
cing himself a candidate for Mayor. 
He wrote to the members of the ‘Legis- 
lature urging them to vote for a pri- 
mary bill. When he had assurance 
that the bill would pass he entered 
the contest. 

Dr. Simon was graduated from the 
St. Louls University. He attended the 
medical department of Washington Uni- 
versity and has practiced medicine since 
he obtained his diploma at the age 
of 21. He has a large practice in the 
routhwestern section of the city.

ILLINOIS DEADLOCK 


Adoption of Direct Senatorial 
Elections Would Deprive 
Legislature of Power. 


WASHINGTON; March 19.—With the 
ratification of only three states remain- 
ing to Insure the adoption of a consti- 
tutional amendment for the direct elec- 
tion of senators, speculation was heard 
at the capitol today in regard to the 
effect of the adoption of the amend- 
ment upon the senatorial contest in Illli- 
nois. Two senatorial vacancies exist in 
Illinois, but the Legislature has been 
deadlocked many weeks. 

The consensus of opinion was that the 
ratification of the amendment by three 
more states and the subsequent procla- 
mation by the Secretary of State that 
the amendment had been adopted, 
would deprive the Illinois Legislature 
of power to elect senators. The selec- 
tion then would be made under the 
terms of the amendment. This requires 
that when vacancies occur, such as ex- 
ist in Illinois, the Governor of the 
State shall issue writs for an election 
at the polls to fill such vacancies. It

Of This City Would Pay $60,000 
Under Bill, Says Reber 
at Hearing.

If the dangerous Tower Grove grade 
crossing is eliminated under the provis- 
fons of the bill that has passed the Coun- 
cil, and ‘ts, pending: in the House of Del- 
egates, the city will pay $60,000 of the 


total cost and the railroads $487,010. The /. 


city’s share will represent an increase 
of one cent on the $100 valuation in the 
tax rate. It represents the estimated 
amount of probable consequential dam- 
ages. 

This is the official éatinate, made by 
the engineers of the railroads and Pres- 
ident Reber of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, in conference. Their effort 
was to find a plan that would meet the 
requirement of the state Supreme Court, 
thaf the city’s plans for eliminating 
grade crossings should be “reasonable.” 

Gerhart at the Hearing. 

The figures were given by Reber Tues- 
day afternoon to the committee of the 
House of Delegates, which has charge of 
the bill, at a public hearing. 

The hearing was enlivened by many 
sharp exchanges of words between Re- 
ber, leading the argument in favor of 
placing the cost of consequential dam- 
ages on the city, and Frank H. Gerhart, 
representing those who wish the rail- 
roads to pay the entire cost. 

Reber said the new public utilities act 
would deprive the city of the power of 
requiring the. railroads to pay the cost 
of such work. He pleaded the need for 
immediate abolition of the crossings and 
said that in 40 cities where grade cross- 
ings have been eliminated, the cities 
paid part of the basic cost. In Chicago, 
he said, the city paid the consequential 
damages. 

He was challenged sharply on this 
point by Gerhart, who said that in Chi- 
cago the property owners had waived 
consequential damages to such an extent 
that the city paid less than half a mil- 
lion dollars, whereas the railroads ex- 
pended 3100,000,000. He said the propor- 
tion was less than one-half of one per 
cent. 

Gerhart argued that the situation was 
different here and that the consequen- 
tialh damages were going to be tre- 
mendous. He said the city already had 
spent $2,500,000 on grades that should 
have been paid by the railroads. 

Fears a Bad Precedent. 
.Gerhart said if the ordinance were 
passed, it would make a precedent for 
the new State Commission to justify 
itself in saddling part of the cost of 
grade crossing elimination on the city.

The ad- 
ministration has declined to make 
such request, because it did not ap- 
prove the conditions of the loan or 
the implications of responsibility on 
its own part, which it was plainly 
told would be involved in the request.

They certainly wish to participate 
and participate very generously, in 
opening to the Chinese and to the 
use of the world almost untold and, 
perhaps, unrivaled resources of 
China. 
HE Government of the United 
ds States is defirous of promoting 
the extended and intimate trade | 
relationships between this country 
and the Chinese republic. The pres- 
ent administration will urge and sup- 
port the legislative measures neces- 
sary to give American merchants, 
manufacturers, contractors and en- 
gineers the banking and other finan- 
cial facilities which they now lack, 
and without which they are at a 
serious disadvantage as compared 
with other commercial and industrial 
rivals. This is their duty. This is 
the material interests of its citizens 
in the development of China.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Secretary 
of War Garrison took an action today 
which threatens to open the old breach 
between Major-General Leonard Wood, 
Chief of Staff of the Army, and James 
Hay of Virginia, chairman of the House 
Committee on Military Affairs. 

The Secretary of War indorsed un- 
qualifiedly the army organization 
.|}acheme proposeé& more than a year ago 
by Gen. Wood, which provides for a 
seven-year enlistment period, of which 
three years shall be with the colors, 
active with troops, and four years in a 
reserve. 

Hay favors just the reverse of this 
scheme and succeeded in having it 
adopted in the last Congress. 

Under the present law a man enlists 
for seven years. He serves four with 


transfer to an unorganized reserve. AS 
soon as he gets his transfer he goes into 
civil life and merely holds himself in 
readiness for duty when called. upon. 
Shorter Enlistment With Colors. 
Gen. Wood and a majority of the of- 
ficers of the service believe in a shorter 
enlistment with the colors of organiza- 
tions. Their theory is that with shorter 
enlistments more men will be induced 
to go into the army. This means that 
in a few years there will be thousands 
of citizens who have served one enlist- 
ment in the army who in time of war 
would make good soldiers. They would 
not have to be taught the duties of a 
soldier, the life in camp and the neces- 
sity for caring for health. The latter 


American War. Men died from disease 
because they did not know how to care 
for themselves. 

Secretary Garrison, in advocating the 
Wood scheme, said: ~ 

“Our present enlistment is for seven 
years, four of which are served with 
the colors—that is, in actual service in 
the line—and three not in actual service 
but subject to call in cdse of war. We 
have no provision whatever for creating 
reserves. When the trained, efficient 
soldier serves out his pq¢iod of enlist- 
ment, that ends the matter so far as 
counting on him is concerned. And it 
is just this matter of knowing what you 
ean count on that makes all the differ- 
“nee between reasonable and necessary 
preparedness and the inexcusable, not 
to say wanton, folly of unpreparedness. 


Option on Two-Year Term. 
“Tl adopt the suggestion of shortening 


the term of service with the colors, 
that is, in actual service, so as to train 
more men in shorter periods and turn 
them back into civil life to pursue civil 
activities, equipped with the immensely 
valuable military experience which 
nakes them immediately availabie in 
case of need. I like the suggestion of 
1 seven years’ enlistment with a maxi- 
mum of three years with the colors and :

civil life after two years if he has proven 
himself efficient and sufficiently edu- 
cated and equipped militarily.’’ 

The Secretary of War favors also the 
ibolition of the army regulation and 
aw which makes desertion a-felony.

WORKING TO SAVE 
INSURANCE LAW 


Former Legislators Allies of Men 
~  Objecting to: Repeal of 
Oliver Measure. 














100 LOBBYISTS ON GROUND 





Prosecutor Is Ready to Proceed 
Against Agents if They Vio- 
late Lobby Law.

POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, March 19.—A resource- 
ful and determined lobby of insurance 
agents is at work in Jefferson City to 
beat the proposed repeal of the Oliver 
fire insurance law, under which insur- 
ance rates all over Missouri, including 
St. Louis, have been jumped 60 to 200 
per cent. Former Senators and Repre- 
sentatives are among the allies of the 

powerful insurance interests. 

In 1912 the Oliver law netted the in- 
surance companies $10,000,000 in premiums 
and this year, according to Insurance 
Superintendent Revelle, the total insur- 
ance bill will exceed $11,000,000. 

Attorney-General Barker charges that 
this statute is absolutely detrimental to 
the public interest and its continuance 
promises to increase the heavy insur- 
ance burden already imposed on the 
people. 

Bill,Held More Than Month. 

A bill by Representative Orr of Liv- 
ingston County to repeal the Oliver law 
passed the House in the early part of 
the session by an almost unanimous 
vote. It was referred in the Senate to 
the Insurance Committee, of which Mc- 
Clintic of Monroe County is chairman. 
The committee held the bill more than 
a month and refused to report it until 
late yesterday afternoon, following the 
passage of a bill by Senator McClintic, 
which merely amends the Oliver law in 
minor particulars. 

McClintic’s measure was beaten on 
first roll call by 17 to 16. It was recon- 
sidered shortly before the Senate took a 
recess until 8 p. m. and passed by a 
bare constitutional majority. Senator 
Warner of St. Louis changed his vote 
four times on the insurance bill and 
finally lined up with MecClintic and his 
followers. 

McClintic tried to persuade Senator 
Kinney to vote for his bill on the 
ground that McClintic had supported the 
police salary bill. Kinney refused. Sam- 
uel D. Capen, who was chairman of the 
Business Men's League Home Rule Com- 
mittee, is among the prominent insur- 
ance agents actively opposing the repeal 
of the Oliver law. He and McClintic 
have held repeated conferences on the 
subject. 

The presence of more than 100 lobby- 
ists representing not only insurance com- 
panies but various other special inter- 
ests prompted from Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Lay of Cole County today a state- 
ment that he is ready to issue warrants 
against all legislative agents who violate 
the anti-lobby law. 

“If any Senator or Representative will 
inform me of any person not author- 
ized by law who has been lobbying with 
them in attempting to influence them for 
or against any measure pending before 
the Legislature, and who have not regis- 
tered in the anti-lobby book in the office 
of the Secretary of State as provided 
by that law, I will file an information 
against them,’’ said Lay. ‘All I want is 
evidence that the law has been violated 
and the name of the person or persons 
who have been violating it. 

“Only members can furnish this in- 
formation and if they do sol will proceed 
as provided by law. It is not my duty 
to become a detective, but to prosecute 
when those persons who have the in- 
formation that the law is being violated 
give me that information and the names 
of the witnesses in the matter.’’ 

The question of the constitutionality 
of the law is not a matter of concern 
to the Prosecuting Attorney. If the 
information is given him he will file 
the ‘informations and a test of the law 
will be made. He says no member of the 
Legislature has so far complained to him 
of the violation of the law. 

The Oliver bill authorizes the fire in- 
surance companies to rerate the various 
schedules of insurance, and when they 
have been filed with the State Depart- 
ment of Insurance, they shall become 
the accepted rates. Fire insurance agents 
who take risks below the fixed schedules 
are guilty of a felony. It is held abso- 
lutely to destroy all competitton between 
agents and rival companies. 

It also is- held that the Oliver law ex- 
empts fire insurance companies from the 
provisions of the anti-trust laws.

QUESTION? 

Three hundred and forty seven cars were added 
to the United Railways’ equipment in 1911. If 
the average car trip is 45 minutes and this extra 
supply of cars were only used 10 hours on 6 days 
in the week, the number of car trips should have 
INCREASED nearly 1,500,000 in comparison of 
1911 with 1910. The company’s report shows that 
the ‘total of car trips DECREASED 80,662.

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MOTHERS’ PENSION BILLS. 
The tendency to amend bills whose object is 
' the relief of suffering, until the authors of such 
bills are forced to oppose them, is not creditable 
to legislators. This appears to be the fate of the 
bill advocated by the St. Louis Tuesday Club to 
provide pensions for widowed mothers. It is 
claimed that the proposed amendments would re- 
sult in a law that would make Missouri a Mecca 
for deserted wives and fatherless infants. 
_. The deserted wife, with dependent children, is 
as worthy of relief as the widow. And, from the 
humane standpoint, the child born out of wed- 
lock is, as an innocent victim, as worthy of public 
aid as the child whose father has died. But the 
problem is to take no step that will tend to weak- 
en the publfc morals. The solution would be to 
compel the father, where he is known, to support 
his offspring. 

With regard to the Tuesday Club’s bill, as with 
other bills advocated by women, why do not the 
legislators assume that the women know best 
what they want?’ Laws advocated by representa- 
tive women should at least be given a fair trial. 

A MISUNDERTANDING. 

Three readers of the Post-Dispatch have writ- 
ten letters to the editor, criticising the Marguer- 
ite Martyn article in last Sunday’s issue, on ‘““How 
Shop Girls Live on Small Wages in St. Louis.” 
The writers failed to catch the spirit of the ar- 
ticle, which was not in any sense a defense of 
low wages for working girls, but was a defense 
of these girls against the insinuation that low 
wages force them to become immoral. 

One of these writers goes so far as to say of 
Mics Martyn: “She says that the testimony she 
gathered at one of our big stores should prove 
the determining factor in fixing a living wage 
scale for women.” Miss Martyn said nothing of 
the sort. What she did say was that “such testi- 
mony,” meaning testimony obtained at first- 
hand, from tho girls receiving low wages, should 
prove the determining factor, etc. Can anyone 
_ doubt that the only testimony worth having, in 
a case of this kind, is that of the supposed vic- 

tims. And in publicly stating that only one of 
the large stores had been investigated by her, 
Miss Martyn informed the reader that her find- 
ings did not include any of the others, large or 
small. However, the fact that the girls in this 
large store testified that they were able to live 
honorably on the wages they received is a credit

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THE FIRST KING OF THE GREEKS. 

At the close of a war destined to have a pro- 
found effect on the future of Greece, its King 
loses his life by assassination just as one of the 
greatest of our Presidents did at the close of the 
war between the states. The murderer is described 
as a mental defective rather than a fanatic on 
extreme theories of government, but though ap- 
parently not the result of political conspiracy, the 
tragedy shows the need for surrounding those of 
high public station with safeguards, in our own 
ccuntry as well as elsewhere. 

King George found Greece a weak, struggling 
country, impoverished by centuries of oppres- 
sion and torn by factionalism. His reign of ex- 
actly 50 years, leaves it with population and ter- 
ritory greatly increased, the aspiration for na- 
tional unity firmly grasped and destined un- 
doubtedly to a brilliant career among the nations 
of Europe. His part in the permanent map-mak- 
ing of the new Europe has been important. Few 
rulers have done more for a people. 

His tragic death just as the effort of a troubl- 
ous half century was about to reap a rich reward 
will be universally deplored. 
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Because the Councilmen waited until the very 
end of their terms of office to pass the Lemp 
switch bill, it need not be insinuated that it took 
no courage to defy the 11 determined South Side 
widows. 
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. » DEPEAT.OF THE POLICE GRAB. 

The fifteen State Senators who voted against 
the police salary grab deserve high commenda- 
tion for their fidelity to principle. St. Louis 
owes them gratitude for protecting the city’s in- 
terests and defending the principle of home rule. 

In disregarding the appeal to senatorial cour- 
tesy, which freqgeuntly has determined the fate 
of measures relating to St. Louis, regardless of 
merit, these Senators have fixed an excellent 
precedent and set a good example. 

In view of the action of the Senate on the 

police bills, we presume there is no doubt about 
defeat of the O’Brien bill, which has passed the 
House, regulating the hours of firemen in the St. 
Louis Fire Department, The law would require 
a double shift, an increase of 500 men in the 
number of St. Louis firemen. 
The Post-Dispatch believes that the poliee and 
firemen should receive fair pay and should work 
under humane conditions. But we believe that 
the regulation of the pay, hours and number of 
the police and firemen should be in the hands 
of St. Louis. Having given St. Louis power to 
regulate these departments, we regard it as gross- 
lv improper and inconsistent in the Legislature 
to interfere. Having approved home rule, the 
present Legislature should be the last body to 
attack the principle.

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SUCCESSFUL GRADE SEPARATION. 

The Post-Dispatch congratulates the people 
of St. Louis and commends the Municipal Assem- 
bly for the adoption of the bill provid:..g for the 
abolition of the Union avenue grade crossing of 
the Terminal railway. It is the first grade separ- 
ation measure which assures the desired result 
and marks the successful beginning of a new 
policy of co-operation between the railroads and 


pthe city for the abolition of all grade crossings. 


For years the Post-Dispatch fought for the 
abolition of grade crossings without concession 
to the railroads. We believed the city should exer- 
cise its police power to force the railroads to 
abolish grade crossings in accordance with the 
city’s plans and with all the cost placed on the 
railroads. The fight was futile. Instead of grade 
separations the city got only litigation and delay. 
We found by careful investigation that the cities 
which had made progress in grade separation 
had adopted a policy of fair concession and co- 
We found that while theoretically the 


cally the courts held that the power must be 
exercised reasonably and that the railroads could 
not be forced to comply with arbitrary condi- 
tions. 
Finding that the arbitrary method brought only 
litigation and delay, with a continuation of the 
slaughter of human beings at the grade crossings, 
the Post<Dispatch urged the city to adopt the 
policy of co-operation. The irresistible argument 
for this policy was suggested by the question: 
Shall we save’ many lives at a slight cost 
of money, or save a little money at a large 
coat of life? ¢ : 
We pointed out that the only concession neces-

Give the Women Presidential Suffrage. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

On the ground that it is an unnecessary step 
to take, I wish to protest against the proposed 
substitute for the pending woman suffrage bill 
by the Missouri Senate Committee on Constitu- 
tional Amendments, which would give to the 
Legislature itself power to enfranchise women. 
A large measure of that power is theirs now. 

The Legislature may give us presidential suf- 
frage by a simple majority vote, under that 
clause of the United States Constitution, which 
provided that “each state shall appoint, in such 
manner as the Legislature thereof may direct, a 
number of electors equal to the whole number 
of Senators and Representatives to which the 
State may be entitled in Congress.” By this 
authority, the Legislature of South Caroljna up 
‘to- 1860 chose the presidential electors for the 
State. 

The Maine legislators in 1864 gave her soldiers 
on the battlefield votes for presidential electors, 
though unable to give them votes for State of- 
ficers, that being a privilege which only a state 
constitutional amendment could bestow. 

The right of the State legislators to give pres!- 
dential suffrage has also been tested in Vermont 
and Michigan, and the United States Supreme 
Court has uniformly upheld thelr power under 
the Federal Constitution. 

Two years ago the Kansas Legislature not only 
voted to submit a constitutional amendment for 
woman suffrage, but to hasten their right to 
vote, they offered a bill to give women presi- 
dential suffrage, which came within two votes 
of passage. 

The Missouri legislators have the power now 
to give women presidential suffrage. Let them 
use it! And the women will get State and mu- 
nicipal suffrage with that as a lever. °

A Working Girl’s Expenses. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The Post-Dispatch is a great newspaper and I 
enjoy reading it, especially the Sunday edition, 
but this is the first time I have thought that it 
would try to pull the fleece over a knowing 
public’s eyes as it did in the article by Miss 
Martyn published last Sunday. 

As one who has had experience in trying to 
make both ends meet on a salary of $6 per week, 


concerning the girl who is “adrift.” 

After paying $3 per week for a lHght house- 
keeping room and $1.20 per week for living (and 
I doubt if one person out of 60 could live on 
that), we have $1.80 per week for everything 
else, including car fare. Now, how do you figure 
enough out of that amount to buy the clothing 
and numerous other things which a girl must 
have to keep up good enough an appearance to 
hold her position as saleslady? Among these 
things under the heading of clothing I might 
mention shoes, stockings, gloves, shirtwaists, 
Suits, hats for every season, underwear 
apparel for all seasons, not to mention many 
smaller items which you may see on any 
saleslady, such as kKerchiefs, collars, etc. Among 
a girl's other itncidentals woulfl be her toilet 
preparations, powder, hair dress, combs, pins, 
stationery, postage and other articles too numer- 
ous to mention. If she does her own laundry 
work who will pay for the extra gas, and how 
many housekeepers will allow a girl to do wash- 
ing and ironing in her room? Besides she would 
have soap, starch and other things to buy. 

Now, who wants to live such a life as that? 
It’s not living but merely existing. 

According to Miss Martyn’s figures there is 
no such thing as this “high cost of living” which 
we read so much about.

You know they 
have enough to eat and wear and that is enough 
to make lax morals. Poor rich people! How 
glad we ought to be who have to economize! If 
Miss Martyn is a man we can be ashamed of 
the chivalry of American men.

From a Sympathetic Stenographer. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I have read the article of Marguerite Martyn 
about small wages. I am very surprised the 
Post-Dispatch, with its circulation and reputa- 
tion, will defend such a thing. Your paper should 
be showing girls need more money instead of 
$6 to $8 beine enough. 

I am a stenographer, therefore not in the shop- 
girl class, but I made $10 per week all last sum- 
mer and never had anything, either. I say it is 
impossible for a girl to live as she should—that 
is, with perfect sanitary conditions, nourishing 
food, ete.—also_the right sort of recreation on 
less than $12 and $15 per week. These girls are 
all tired when it comes night. They must go 
to their one room, eat a little food—which is not 
good for them, because they must get cheap 
foods—then go ahead and do their laundry. 
When it comes evening a girl should have a nice 
boarding house (if she don't live at home) to 
gv to; have a warm nourishing supper, go for 
a walk—of some _ recreation—instead of being 
shut up in a dingy room doing her work. I work, 
therefore I know. 

Miss Martyn does not have to get along on $6 
per week and does not know. I know, for a 
fact, a girl cannot get ‘good room and board for 
less than $20 per month and it is not first-class 
at that. 

It is really surprising how many girls and 

women do work in stores for $6 per week and 
live as though they made $20 per week. A girl 
pays $5 for room and board (not less). She pays 
60 cents for car fare—notcounting a Sunday or 
evening car ride—lunches at the rate of 20 cents 
per day,$1.26 and all the laundry, clothing, etc., 
that are necessary to the life of a good, healthy 
girl.

In the volume of Crispi’s papers, re- 
cently published, there are several] rec- 
ords from his diary of conversations 
with Bismarck. The German Chancel- 
lor is well known to’ have made frée use 
of African colonies as diplomatic bait. 
He was well pleased to have france 
busied at Algeria. It is clear that he 
also was willing that Italy should oc- 
cupy herself in North Africa. In May, 
1888, when the-Italiang were in trouble 
near the Red Sea, the following dialogue 
took place: 

Bismarck: Will you go to Africa? 

Crispi: Unhappily, we are already 
there. Our problem is how to manage 
to stop there without loss.
